Constantinople, April 30. 

The Porte has informed the Allied High Commissioners that it 
sccepta the Allies’ paace proposals generally, with a reservation io 
Fegard to the discussion of important pointe, including financial, 
military, and reparation questions. 

The Ports insists upoo the evacuation of the occupied regions, 
demands an equitable regime for Mussuimans, the maintenance of 
the Sultan's religions authority, and protests against the Inter. 
Allied Commission supervising the Straita while promising entire 
freedom of navigation. The Porte rejects any payment of compen- 
sation to Greece, but promises to respect minorities.

Itissaid that the proces 
sion will cost as much as $20,000 
end that this amount hss been 
raised by every labourer giving 
one day's pay. Even the street 
coolies bave subscribed and they 
are giving thair services in the 
procession without payment. All 
business shops will be.closed.

A Geisha Girl's Death. 

The somawhat terse announce- 
ment in a recant police report to 
the effect that the remaios ofe 
Japanese female, 14 yeare of age, 
ware tecovered from the Harbour, 
has now led te tragic disclosures. 
Probably little interest, certaloly 
no more than that given to other 
like discoveries of haman remains 
from the Hartour, whiob are of 
quite common oazcurreance here,

twas given to this item at the 


time, but there are io this case 
certain circumstances of an 
unusual character. One of thesa is 
that the body was that 
of one of tho geisha girls employ~ 
ed in a local Japanese restaurant 
ortea house, of which there are 
quite a numberin Hongkong. For 
a time, owing to an advanced state 
of decomposition ,which hed sat 
in, the police who picked up the 
remains from Wanchai bay were 
unable to get anyone to idantify 
it, but later when tho Japanese 
Consul-General was called into 
the case, sod after x prolonged 
search which only ‘terminated a 
few days ago. persons were 
brought forward who were able to 
give the girl’s name and bazard a 
guess asto the circumstances of 
ter death. It was disclosed that 
the girl was 6 geisha at one 
of the Japanese restaurants 
at Wanchai, that she had often 
quarelled with her friends and 
employers, that she refused to 
take her singing lessons and that 
she bad forsome time shown evid- 
ences @ nervousdisorders. Prom 
these @atements the theory sug- 
gests itself thatin an unwatched 
moment she went out of the res- 
taurant at @ late hour at night, 
and, uaseen by anyone, plunged 
into the harbour. 

Under these circumstances, the 
ausborities co sider that no blama 
can be attached to anyone who 
bad todo with ber engagement 
and maintenance. There are, 
however, other aspects of. the 
case which require attention, 
inasmuch as these geishes girls, 
according to the- information 
giveo to our representative, sre 
brought here from Japzn aod ere 
engaged in ¢ircumstances not 
altogether beyoud reproach. We 
are, howaver, assared by ths 
Japanese Consul-Generel that a 
measure of supervision is exer- 
cised by the Consulate and ’the 
polica authorities over the import- 
ation and employment of these 
girls aod that the pumber allowed 
to make aliviog by forming part 
and parcel, as it were, of the 
entertainment provided at these 
restaurants, is limited. In the 
same measure is incladed the 
Japanese prostitution question, 
which has engaged the attention 
of the Japanese Government for 
sometime. Recently we reported 
that active measures were being 
considered by the local Consolste 
to deal with this question, in 
whichitis recognised the prestige 
of the Japanese uation is involv- 
ed. Itis felt that the limivetion of 
the number of Japanese women 
engaged in professional houses 
in Hongkong to a hundred or so, 
is notenougb, Nothing short of 
the present restriction being 
replaced by entire probibition is 
tegarded as being adequate, sad 
it is orashadowed that a Confer- 
ence to be held in the course of 
a few days at Singapore will 
take more decisive measures in 
this direction so far as it con- 
cerns the Japanese communities 
is Hongkong, Singapore and 
other parts of the Far East and 
in the South Sea Islands. 

Mr. Kiichi Gunji, who acts as 
Japanese Consul for Hongkong 
fer the time being,’ told a 
Telayraph reporter that » purity 
campaign has been carried on for 
months, and entire prohibition 
has been laid down in the case of 
Japanese girls destined for Hong- 
kong. The number. of such in 
the Colony has slready been 
limited to a bundred and with 
care being taken that there shall 
be no fresh arrivals that number 
is decreasing perceptibly.

This state- 
ment needs to be qualified, of 
course, by reference to those few 
companies who, in spite of the 
depression, still manage to pay 
substantial dividends: bat on the 
whole it is applicable to sbipring 
in all waters, and of all nations.
